TRANS-ECOLOGY: 

The  paradigm  of  political-economy  no  longer  serves  to  understand 
the  world  nor  is  it  any  longer  believable  as  the  determining  instance 
of  activity  in  the  world.  An  ecological-technological  model  is 
suggested  for  a  preliminary  comprehension  of,  and  field  of  action 
within,  the  world  today.  However,  ecology  is  not  an  adequate 


concept  if  limited  to  a  purely  conserving  view,  but  must  take  on  a 
more  affirmative  character  by  being  broadened  as  a  concept.  Hence 
ecology  is  interpreted  as  any  field  of  interaction,  a  zone  of  affectivity. 
As  such  it  is  an  alternative  to  the  paradigm  of  discrete  entities, 
which,  as  has  been  argued  by  others,  has  formed  the  basis  of 
Western  Thought  and  produced  its  moral  prescriptions,  political 
hierarchies,  economic  exploitation,  and  ultimately  the  catastrophic 
condition.

A  transdisciplinary  approach  is  taken  where  in  macro  issues  and 
their  micro  affects  are  placed  on  a  single  plane  of  relevance. 
Restoring  the  relationship  amongst  art,  architecture,  technology, 
theory  and  everyday  practice  may  suggest  new  relationships 


between  ecology  and  technology  that  are  more  creative  and  provide 
a  greater  responsiveness  to  natural  space  from  humankind's  second 
nature  (artificial  devices,  machines,  signs,  and  information).  New 
visions  and  critiques  are  required  for  a  desirable  equilibrium  that 
escapes  the  homogeneous  technological  model  to  date,  and  that 
adapts  to  the  historical,  social,  morphological  idiosyncrasies  of 
Europe’s  continental-scale  cultural  ecology.

At  a  local  level  the  Forum  focuses  on  the  potentially  catastrophic 
affects  of  development  that  imminently  threaten  one  of  the  few 
remaining  pristine  environments  of  Europe,  i.e.  the  island  of  Corsica, 
where  the  Forum  will  take  place.  Here  the  natural  wonders  of  sea 


and  mountains,  the  richness  of  architectural  treasures  such  as  castles, 
monasteries,  towers,  windmills,  chapels,  tombs,  churches,  etc.,  the 
overlay  of  cultural  and  linguistic  formations,  can  all  be  very  easily 
disintegrated  and  lost  forever  through  a  development  that  does  not 
balance  technology  with  the  natural  and  cultural  ecology.

CULTURAL-ECOLOGY:  BEYOND  BORDERS.  An  international  media 
network  and  multinational  capital  have  "globalized"  our  perception  of 
the  world.  This  globalism  means  the  death  of  nationalism,  but  in  its 
wake  it  may  also  mean  the  resurgence  of  regionalism  with  a 
difference.  Constantin  von  Barloewen  of  the  Institute  for 
Comparative  Cultures  in  Munich  examines  what  will  be  the  nature  of 
this  regionalism  in  a  global  order?

ECO-TEC  International  Forum  is  an  interdisciplinary 
conference  on  the  symbiosis  of  ecology  and 
technology.  The  conference  will  take  place  in  the 
town  of  Morsiglia  on  the  French  island  of  Corsica, 
and  will  be  the  first  of  an  intended  annual 
conference  on  ecology  and  technology. 

The  Intent  of  this  forum  Is  to  create  theories 
and  applications  for  constructive  partnership 
between  ecology  and  technology,  and  to 
reverse  their  historically  conflicting 
relationship.  Although  much  of  ecological 
imbalance  and  crisis  stem  from  technology, 
the  forum  also  recognizes  that  future 
solutions  to  ecological  problems  would  also 
come  from  the  applications  of  technology. 

The  view  that  they  can  arrive  to  a 
complimentary  term  to  each  other  Is  not  by 
any  means  a  new  thought,  but  the  goal  of 
ECO-TEC  Is  to  go  beyond  this  point  of 
recognition  and  move  into  formulations, 
innovations  and  applications  of  their 
partnership. 

There  have  been  recent  developments,  at  both 
individual  and  disciplinary  levels,  that  signify  the 
potential  for  a  more  beneficial  relationship  between 
ecology  and  technology.  However,  these 
developments  remain  specialized  to  each  discipline 
and  isolated  to  the  regional  concerns.  Therefore, 
the  format  of  ECO-TEC  is  to  create  a  broader  form 
of  discourse  under  interdisciplinary  and  inter¬ 
regional  form,  to  expand  the  notion  of  ecology  that 
reaches  beyond  physical  environment  and  includes 
the  ecology  of  culture,  society  and  history.  The 
conference’s  international  participation  is  designed 
to  link  various  regional  concerns  into  a  larger 
context,  a  condition  that  is  analogous  to  the  global 
working  of  ecology  and  technology.  Only  through 
international  and  interdisciplinary  discourses,  can 
we  respond  to  issues  such  as  ozone  depletion, 
tropical  deforestation,  industrial  wastes  and  other 
ecological  crises  of  today  and  of  the  future. 

ECO-TEC,  by  taking  place  on  the  Island  of 
Corsica,  will  address  environmental  Issues 
within  the  context  of  the  current  unification 
of  Europe.  This  geo-political  union  ,  and  re¬ 
configuration,  provides  a  fluid  context  for 
both  reflecting  and  generating  ecological 
initiatives  that  can  tie  regional  issues  with  a 
continental  view,  and  ultimately  global  co¬ 
operations.  Conversely,  the  conference  will 
pay  special  attention  to  Corsica,  to  signify  the 
importance  of  sustaining  regional  interests 
within  larger  strategies. 

ECO-TEC  will  begin  with  a  day  of  orientation.  This 
will  be  followed  by  three  days  of  presentations  by 
selected  panelists  on  new  experiments  and  projects 
in  their  fields,  and  panel  discussions  on  special  sub- 
topics  within  the  general  discussion  of  ecology  and 
technology.  A  full  week  of  workshops,  each  headed 
by  a  panelist,  will  create  works  in  response  to  the 
panel  discussions.  These  works  will  be  comprised 
of  design  proposals,  environmental  art,  mass-media 
works,  technological  proposals,  landscape 
architecture,  and  outdoor  installations  on  the  island. 
They  will  be  presented  to  the  public  in  an  exhibition 
during  the  last  three  days  of  the  conference.  The 
panel  discussions,  workshops,  and  exhibition  will  be 
fully  documented  through  photos,  audio  and  video 
tapes.  Selected  portions  of  these  programs  will  be 
published  in  a  special  issue  of  REPORTS,  a 
quarterly  journal  by  Storefront,  and  will  be 
distributed  internationally.

TRANS-ECOLOGY 

Ecology  as  an  issue  should  not  be  limited  to  the 
physical  environment.  Examination  of  the  effects  of 
global  media  on  international  and  regional  cultures  is 
as  important  as  the  need  to  examine  the  effects  of 
industrial  technology  on  the  quality  of  air,  water,  etc. 
Therefore,  the  notion  and  parameter  of  ecology 
should  be  expanded  to  include  culture,  politics, 
aesthetics,  economy  and  other  dynamics  and 
systems. 

Ecology  must  be  understood  not  only  within  its  given 
historical  context,  but  also  in  relation  to  the 
reconfiguration  of  political  and  economic  territories 
and  boundaries,  and  the  realignment  of  regional  and 
centralized  power.  An  analysis  is  required  in  posing 
some  reasonable  projections,  which  must  be  based 
on  both  quantitative  data  and  qualitative  information. 
The  purpose  of  this  process  is  to  empower 
substructural  and  regional  imperatives  that  are  in 
danger  of  being  subsumed  by  the  larger  and 
forthcoming  European  unity. 

TRANS-TECHNOLOGY 

From  the  miniaturization  and  multiplicity  of 
machines,  particularly  microchips  and  other 
transformative  and  communication  instruments,  the 
’machimc'  is  giving  way  to  the  new  order  of  engines 
and  new  category  of  effects  by  modelling  their  forms 
and  operations  from  biological,  organic  and  atomic 
structuring.  Managing  and  conserving  the  society  of 
machines  and  its  ever  expanding  population  is  also 
an  ecological  issue,  analogous  and  bounded  to  the 


conservation  of  natural  resources.  Technology,  in 
its  thrust  to  speed  up  and  to  miniaturize  previous 
models  for  harnessing  energy  and  information,  is 
presenting  boundless  possibilities  to  shape  our 
world,  and  is  on  the  verge  of  its  own  resolution  as 
an  indispensable  tool  or  the  means  of  immanent 
destruction.  It  should  also  be  understood  that 
relations  among  people  or  the  prevalence  of  one 
socio-economic  power  over  another  is  dictated  and 
regulated  by  the  interplay  and  dominance  of  some 
particular  technological  mode:  new  inventions  have 
shaped  political  and  economic  fortunes. 

An  international  media  network  and  a  multi-national 
flux  of  investments  have  ‘globalized’  the  perception 
and  operation  of  the  world.  This  globalism  is 


diminishing  the  role  of  nationalism,  generating 
intermixed  multi-cultural  cities  and  strengthening  the 
resurgence  of  a  different  regionalism.  Will  such  a 
new  regionalism  not  be  geographically  based,  but 
culturally  and  subculturally  based?  Can  multi-cultural 
cities  be  also  considered  new  regions? 

TRANS-POLITICS 

Whereas  Western  Europe  has  been  searching  for  a 
historical  consensus  in  its  political  and  economic 
sphere  of  influence,  its  social  and  cultural  variations 
in  the  European  landscape,  however,  have  not  been 
fully  addressed  and  are  less  adaptable  to  a 
universalized  integration.  Opposite  to  the  fear  of 
homogenization,  globalism  that  undermines 
nationalism  can  also  bring  a  more  vibrant  and 
independent  regionalism.  The  international  media 
can  become  the  instrument  to  subvert  official 
culture,  making  possible  the  release  of  self -initiated 
creative  potential  in  regional  life. 

Thus  the  Forum  focuses  on  the  potentially 
catastrophic  effects  on  regional  entity  by  using  one 
of  the  few  remaining  pristine  environments  of 
Europe,  the  island  of  Corsica,  as  a  model.  Here  the 
natural  wonders  of  sea  and  mountains,  and  the 
richness  of  architectural  treasures  thus  far  well 
preserved  and  overlayed  with  centuries  of  cultural 
and  linguistic  formations,  can  be  very  easily 
disintegrated  and  lost  forever  through  a 
development  of  economic  and  tourist  goals.  The 
extrapolation  of  the  analysis  of  this  delicate 
environment  of  Corsica  can  also  help  to  understand 
ecology  in  the  greater  context  of  Europe.  This  inter¬ 
relationship,  between  major  and  minor  political 
powers,  between  Mainland  and  Mediterranean 
ecosystems,  between  advanced  industrial  and 
agricultural  economics,  between  modernized 
(international)  and  traditional  (local)  cultures  is 
reflected  in  the  Corsican  condition  and  is  a 
prevalent  dualism  throughout  the  existing  multi- 
regional  Europe. 

TRANS-DISCIPLINES 

Restoring  the  relationship  amongst  art,  architecture, 
philosophy  and  science  may  bring  forth  new 
relationships  between  ecology  and  technology. 

New  visions  and  critiques  are  required  for  a 
desirable  equilibrium  that  escapes  the 
homogeneous  technological  model  to  date,  and  that 
adapts  to  the  historical,  social,  morphological 
idiosyncrasies  of  Europe's  continental-scale  cultural 


Thus  the  organization  of  this  Forum  parallels  with  the 
crossing  of  boundaries  and  universality  demanded  by  the 
notion  of  ecology.  By  attracting  individuals  from  diverse 


fields  and  locations,  the  Forum  is  modeled  to  disregard  the 
division  of  geography,  discipline,  language  and  format, 
creating  a  universal  dialogue  from  the  multiplicity  of 
boundaries.  Taking  place  in  a  marginal  location  of  Europe 
and  attracting  participants  from  central  locations 
internationally,  the  Forum  is  structured  in  the  spirit  of  the 
dissolution  of  margins  and  centers.

PRESENTATIONS 

THEORETICAL-ECOLOGY:  CHAOSMOSIS 

At  the  base  of  a  global  and  ecological  approach  lies  the 
issue  of  coming  to  terms  with  the  western  history  of 
colonization,  the  annihilation  of  differing  cultures,  the 
exploitation  of  natural  resources  and  the  specialization  of 
human  potential  leading  to  collective  destruction. 
Ecological  practice  brings  the  reading  of  the  world  as  a 
surface  of  affections,  and  untangling  human  potential  from 
rigid  rules  into  fluid  strategies. 

BUILDING-ECOLOGY 

Throughout  the  history  of  dwellings,  people  built  their  own 
houses  on  a  small  scale  and  at  a  reduced  pace  while 
using  materials  and  methods  that  were  historically  proven 


effective  and  biologically  healthy.  Presentation  of  methods 
of  building  with  non-toxic  and  renewable  building 
materials. 

RETROTECH-ECOLOGY 

An  examination  of  small  scale  devices  that  have  been 
neglected  by  modern  techniques,  or  the  exploration  of  new 
methodologies  applied  to  completely  traditional  and 
ancient  materials.  Methodologies  that  are  neither  low  tech 
nor  high  tech,  but  that  simply  reconnect  an  expanded 
potential  of  materials  into  our  current  needs.  An  example  of 
this  kind  is  the  Revival  Field  project  by  Mel  Chin,  a 
sculptural  installation  of  hyper-accumulating  plants  that 
absorb  toxic  and  metal  waste  from  soil. 

TECHNO-ECOLOGY;  ENERGIES  AND  MAGNETISM 

A  presentation  of  the  perils  of  electropollution  and  the 
promise  of  electomedicine,  the  parameters  and  the 
extremes  of  energy  management,  and  recent  ideas  about 
electromagnetic  fields  and  their  effects  and  uses. 

SYNTHETIC-ECOLOGY;  NEW  QUALITIES  OF  THE 
ARTIFICIAL  ENVIRONMENT 

A  presentation  on  the  expanded  notion  of  ecology  that 
amplified  into  the  realm  of  the  culture,  design,  and  the  built 
environment. 

FUTURE-ECOLOGY:  MOLECULAR  ASSEMBLYING 

The  analysis  of  Nanotechnolgy,  the  shrinking  of  machines 
to  the  atomic  level,  from  the  Foresight  Institute  at  Palo  Alto 
in  the  U.S.

Future  Systems  is  a  studio  to  explore  the  application 
of  advanced  and  adaptive 
(spin-off  and  transfer)  technology  in  architecture. 
Influenced  by  the  advancements  in  automotive, 
marine,  aviation  and  space  industries,  Future 
Systems  has  introduced  a  new  generation  of 
buildings  that  could  be  described  as  ecological  and 
engineered  architecture.  Headed  by  Jan  Kaplicky 
and  Amanda  Levete,  and  based  in  London,  their 
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projects  are  giving  a  new  meaning  to  the 
functionalism  by  injecting  obligations  for  versatility, 
efficiency  and  performance. 

Proposed  for  the  financial  district  of 
London,  the  ’Green  Building’  is  a  fully  glazed  and 
double-skinned  office  building.  With  fabric  blinds, 
flexible  mylar  sheeted  mirror  and  satinised  light- 
reflectors,  this  ’greenhouse’  like  building  is  naturally 
lighted,  heated,  ventilated  and  cooled.  By  hanging 
the  facades  and  floors  from  a  tripod-like 
megastructure  made  of  tubular  steel  legs,  similar  to 
those  that  are  used  in  the  off-shore  oil  platforms,  the 
building  offers  maximum  space  while  using  minimum  • 
material  The  result  is  an  architecture  that  is 
engineered  . 

But  the  shapes  of  their  architecture  is 
causing  much  discomfort  to  the  traditional 
formalists.  ’Blob’,  their  proposal  for  the  National 
Gallery  Extension  off  Trafalgar  Square  in  London, 
and  their  second  prize  scheme  for  the  Bibliothèque 
de  France,  which  has  been  called  'breasts’,  are 
described  by  Alastair  Gordon  as  “gloomed,’ 
dribbled,  jellied,  or  molded  from  gelatins",  (see 
'Future  Systems'  in  REPORTS  2/3).  In  the 
National  Gallery  Extension  Competition,  ’Blob’ 
unwittingly  dribbled  into  the  crossfire  between 
historicism  and  modernism  that  was  instigated  by  a 
self-appointed  architectural  critic  by  the  name  of 
Prince  Charles,  who  dismissed  the  original  prize- 
winning  proposal  by  Ahrends,  Burton  +  Koracek's 
as  'a  monstrous  carbunkle'  and  cleared  the  way  for 
the  building  of  Robert  Venturi  and  Denise  Scott 
Brown's  'decorated  museum’.  'Blob'  simply  befell 
as  an  innocent  bystander,  as  it  offered  neither 
historicism,  modernism  nor  a  mediation  of  the  two. 
Across  the  'Chunnel',  Future  Systems  ran  into  yet 
another  obstacle  of  political  order,  this  time  a  self- 
appointed  royalty  known  as  Mitterand  and  his 
penchant  for  oversized  monoliths  manicured  by  the 
modernists.  Although  Future  Systems’  proposal 
may  have  served  the  interest  of  the  librarians  and 
protected  the  archives  away  from  the  sunlight  better 
than  Dominique  Perrault' s  winning  design,  but 
'breasts’  just  didn’t  interest  those  who  were  set  to 
erect  a  hard  monument 

Irritating  host  of  nostalgic  evangelists  and 
the  tyrants  of  four  walls,  the  'engineered  gelatins’  of 
Future  Systems  reappear  further  south  in  Athens  in 
The  New  Acropolis  Competition.  This  'great  jelly¬ 
fish  shaped  blob  of  glass  that  oozes  down  a  hillside 
across  from  the  Acropolis"  is  a  large  and 
transparent  space  that  gives  an  effective  visual  link 
between  the  proposed  museum  and  the  Acropolis. 
This  "museum  without  walls"  creates  several 
interesting  discourse  on  the  distinction  of  times. 
While  the  Acropolis  is  made  of  matters  permanent 
enough  for  gods,  the  museum  is  built  with  steel 
cables  and  compression  rings  in  the  spirit  of 
technology  And  while  the  Acropolis  stands  alone 
and  heroic  against  the  horizon,  the  museum  humbly 
melts  into  the  contour  of  the  hillside  like  some  new 
organic  substance  from  the  next  century  in  the  age 
of  ecology. 

Other  projects  by  Future  Systems 
incorporate  technologies  from  space  and  military 
industries.  'Drop',  a  self-sufficient  immediately 
available  weekend  pod  unit  for  two  people,  is 
designed  to  be  conveniently  installed  at  any  scenic 
and  vacation  spots  with  minimum  site  disturbance 
and  maximum  comfort.  This  six-meter-long  cockpit 
vacation  capsule  made  of  two  semi-monocogue 
shells,  and  protected  by  electro-photochromic  glass, 
comes  with  fully  equipped  and  integrated  bed-sofa- 
TV -telephone-storage-bathroom-kitchen,  'Shelter' , 
on  the  other  hand,  is  a  low-cost  and  large-span 
temporary  shelter  that  can  be  either  used  during 
natural  disasters  or  urban  disaster  of  housings  for 
the  homeless.  It  is  made  of  aluminum  ribs  and 
lightweight  PVC  coated  polyester  membranes  to 
reflect  up  to  80  percent  of  solar  radiation,  while  the 
impregnated  metal  particles  on  its  inner  surface  help 
to  warm  the  interior  at  night  by  reflecting  and 
retaining  the  occupant's  body  heat.  Designed  like 
an  umbrella,  the  entire  structure  can  be  collapsed 
for  easy  and  quick  transport  by  air  or  road. 

Many  critics  have  said  that  the  work  of 
Future  Systems  is  before  its  time,  and  the  realization 
of  ideas  is  dependant  on  certain  events  that  bring

greater  infusion  of  technology  into  culture.  But  the 
contradiction  here  is  that  these  events  has  already 
occurred  in  the  process  of  world  becoming  a  globe 
of  communications.  The  real  meaning  of  the 
statement  is  that  while  the  work  of  Future  Systems 
is  in  sync  with  its  time,  it  is  architecture  that's 
’behind'  time.  While  technology  has  advanced  and 
marched  into  almost  every  aspect  and  corners  of 
our  lives,  architecture  is  still  beleagured  by  its  own 
historicism  and  romanticism,  and  formal  and 
theoretical  constructs  as  ancient  as  the  Hellenic 
often  gets  more  privileged  attention  than  the 
challange  of  creating  an  entirely  new  architecture  in 
the  absence  of  gravity.  While  other  fields  have 
either  embraced  or  nurtured  technology, 
architecture  continues  to  shun  and  dismiss  the 
omni-presence  of  technology,  somewhat  of  amazing 
feat  with  a  few  exceptions  in  the  works  of 
Buckminister  Fuller,  Jean  Prouve,  Konrad 
Wachsmann  and  others.  And  while  our  cities  are 
turning  into  "...  grim,  grey  places,  full  of  obsolete 
second-third-fourth-rate  buildings,  new  and  old,  held 
together  by  an  infrastructure  that  is  falling  apart' 
(Ron  Herron  in  the  review  of  FUTURE  SYSTEMS' 
exhibition  at  Architectural  Association  in1987, 
AAFile  14),  there  is  no  sign  of  architecture  bearing 
any  new  and  radical  strategy  of  reconstructing  the 
old  or  envisioning  of  the  new. 

In  the  midst  of  this  run  down,  exhausted  and  retro¬ 
fitted  state  of  architecture,  the  studio  of  Future 
Systems  has,  since  1979,  and  with  David  Nixon  until 
1987,  put  out  a  remarkable  run  of  inventive  works. 
While  the  collaboration  between  architecture  and 
art,  or  the  pronouncement  of  architecture  as  an  art 
has  always  been  admirable!  and  at  times  performed 
a  convenient  escape  from  the  compromises  and 
limitations  of  this  discipline,  seldom  have  there  been 
works  or  theories  that  brings  the  re-alignment  of

architecture  with  engineering.  The  obscurity  of  this 
potentially  powerful  relationship  is  remarkably  odd 
since  much  of  modernism  is  based  on  the 
glorification  of  the  industrial  age  and  its  many 
inventions,  which  by  the  way  was  mostly 
accomplished  by  the  engineers. 

With  their  drawings  and  models  that  are  rendered  in 
industrial  design-like  fashion,  it  is  clear  that  Future 
Systems  is  optimistic  and  ambitious  about  the 
future.  Their  approach  to  'shaping  the  future  of 
architecture  is  based  on  the  celebration  of 
technology,  not  the  concealment  of  it",  and  is 
producing  what  Ron  Herron  describes  as  an 
"architecture  without  blemish*.  While  we  fear  the 
future  but  trust  the  past,  Future  Systems  looks  at 
the  mere  presence  of  future  as  the  only  possible 
saving  grace  for  architecture  to  rise  from  its  own 
ashes  and  futilities.

Workshops 

at  the  Couvent  de  Y  Annonciation.  Morsialia-omanized  in  collaboration  with  the 

Association  oour  la  Conservation  et  la  Valorisation  du  Patrimoine  de  Morsialia. 

Wolf  D.  Blank:  A  Cologne-based  architect  with  Baubiologie,  will  introduce  the 
firm's  non-toxic  and  electromagnetic-free  construction  materials  and  techniques, 
now  at  the  forefront  of  managing  internal  pollution,  a  major  emerging 
environmental  toxin  of  the  modern  age.  Along  with  the  natural  materials  and 
techniques  found  in  Corsica,  Blank  will  develop  methods  of  construction 
appropriate  to  regional  building  and  recommend  materials  and  their  applications 
for  use  in  environmentally  sound  construction.  Blank  will  also  create  a 
prototypical  case  for  Corsican  architecture  capable  of  promoting  Corsican 
resources  to  serve  as  a  flexible  model  for  man's  living  habitat. 

Mel  Chin:  A  New  York-based  artist,  will  initiate  HEARTFELT,  an  ongoing  project 
designed  to  draw  a  'portrait'  of  Corsica,  utilizing  the  sheep-raising  industry  as  a 
basis  for  creating  collaborative  teams.  This  concept  of  a  'portrait'  seeks  to  be 
infused  with  the  ecological  color,  economy  and  identity  of  this  specific  place.  By 
establishing  a  collaboration  between  the  local  population,  an  ecologist  from  the 
University  of  Corsica  knowledgeable  of  the  local  flora  and  growing  conditions, 
and  a  fabric  specialist  familiar  with  plant  dyes  and  a  wool  craft  tradition,  this  will 
be  the  first  of  a  series  of  "cross-pollinating"  teams  focused  on  creating  a  site 
specific  portrait.  Other  collaborative  teams  will  be  put  in  place  including 
researchers  who  will  provide  a  bank  of  visual  images  by  cataloging  indigenous 
historical  motifs  (architectural,  artistic,  family  crests  ,  etc.).  An  eventual  outcome 
would  be  to  produce  a  self-sustaining,  low-tech  method  to  expand  the 
marketability  of  innovative  product  for  export  as  well  as  local  consumption.

Neil  Denari:  A  Los  Angeles-based  architect,  will  explore  ways  of  introducing 
modern  architecture  into  the  traditional  Corsican  context.  The  Corsican 
landscape  is  marked  by  an  architecture  of  the  past  which  enhances  its  romantic 
quality  and  encourages  its  tourist  industry.  However,  allegiance  solely  to  past 
architectural  styles  hinders  Corsica  from  determining  its  future  independently, 
particularly  if  it  is  to  be  based  on  an  economy  beyond  tourism.  Denari  will 
develop  a  proposal  for  an  architecture  of  the  post-industrial  world  that  is 
compatible  with  and  supportive  of  the  Corsican  tradition. 

Neils  Lutzen:  A  landscape  architect  based  in  Copenhagen,  will  develop  a  plan 
to  recycle  water  for  domestic  and  commercial  use.  Various  reclamation 
techniques  will  be  developed  within  the  home  at  the  points  of  water  consumption, 
such  as  in  kitchens  and  bathrooms,  and  at  the  central  sources  that  serve  the 
community.  Lutzen's  work  combines  multiple  means  of  recycling  water  to  effect  a 
lower  consumption  of  the  existing  water  supply,  a  critical  concern  for  a  local 
population  that  suffers  from  careless  water  consumption  by  tourists. 

Kyong  Park:  Director  of  Storefront  for  Art  and  Architecture,  based  in  New  York, 
will  conduct  a  workshop  on  a  project  called  The  Nuclear  Heritage  Park,  the 
world's  first  weapon-based  family  entertainment  theme  parks.  Using  the 
technology  and  hardware  of  the  thermonuclear-based  defense  systems, 
abandoned  or  soon  to  be  obsolete  military  installations  will  be  transformed  into 
digital  spaces  to  simulate  cultural  dreams  and  personal  desires.  The  military 
industrial  complex,  the  largest  single  economy  ever  built  by  the  civilization,  the 
very  source  of  information  age  and  global  village,  will  be  converted  into  cultural 
entertainment  industry.  The  network  of  corporations,  laboratories,  research 
centers  and  universities  that  are  currently  dedicated  to  the  production  of  arms  will 
instead  develop  and  manufacture  advanced  software  and  hardware  for  simulated 
adventures  in  virtual  reality.  The  result  will  be  an  understudy  of  the  civilization,  its 
past  and  the  future,  in  the  form  of  entertainment-an  exploration  of  a  culture 
under  the  influence  of  weapons.
